NEWSPAPERS AND JURIES. 
It is all right to give an accused person the benefit of a 
doubt and of course he is entitled to a fair hearing, but the 
tendency is to give him more than he is entitled to, regardless 
of the rights of the public. When an important case is called 
the defense immediately questions prospective jurors about 
what they have read concerning the case and as the illiterate 
and uninformed are more likely to fall for the usual tactics 
in a trial than those who keep themselves informed and think 
for themselves, it is this class that is sought. 
Should the fact that a man has read a newspaper account 
of some case make him ineligible to serve on a jury which 
tries said case? Judge Oldfield of Oklahoma City holds that 
it should not. To our way of thinking this is a very common 
sense view of the matter. Naturally a newspaper is going to 
publish such facts as it may be able to obtain, but when the 
case is tried and all features brought out any man of ordi­ 
nary intelligence is going to arrive at a judgment in accord­ 
ance with the facts presented at the trial regardless of what 
he 
may 
have 
read 
of 
a 
case. 
To 
bar 
men 
who 
read the newspapers is to exclude the more intelligent element 
of citizenship and leave as jurymen men who are least quali­ 
fied for this important service. If law enforcement is to mean 
anything juries must be made up of the best element of 
citizenship. People have more respect for the federal courts 
than they have for state courts for this very reason. Often a 
newspaper reporter who handled a case for his paper could 
himself try a case as fairly and impartially as any other.

THE COTTON TRADE 
The government cotton report for February shows that 
the factories of the United States consumed about 80,000 
more bales than they did in February of last year and that 
for the seven months of the fiscal year the increase is in 
round numbers 750,000 bales. Exports fell off more than 
100.000 bales, however, but for the seven months period were 
500.000 bales above the corresponding period of the previous 
season. Domestic consumption and exports total more than 
7,000,000 bales, or almost the number produced last season, 
but consuming establishments, warehouses and compresses 
still have on hand nearly 6,000,000 bales which will be rather 
more than will be needed to supply the demand at the present 
rate but will be the smallest margin carried over in a good 
many years. The present stock on hand is about 1,000,000 
bales short of that held on the same date the year previous.

Sooner has come to connote a 
man of daring. A “Sooner” was the 
viking of the plains.

“Sooner” is a worthy word, an 
honest word. It carries no longer 
an implication of cheating. Children 
in the schools put it in the same 
catagory with “boomer”, “ 89-er” and 
“ 49-er”. Cling to our historical mat­ 
ter. We do not need to look over 
the names of effete eastern college 
magazines to 
acquire 
a 
milksop 
name like “The Purple Cow,” or 
“The Pink Sugar bowl/' 
Cling to western names. If any 
change is ever made do not change 
more than two letters. Put a “B” 
where the “S” now stands and an 
“rn” for the “ii.” The two are 
representative of western traditions. 
Both, it is true, broke the law. As 
an extenuating circumstance let us 
plead their love for the rolling land 
of Oklahoma. The “Sooners*' were 
mostly old “ Boomers” who manag­ 
ed the opening of Oklahoma. We 
do not begrudge the land they got. 


It must be accepted that the law 
is correctly interrretod by the head 
of the judn- i**y de na Mr r»nt of the 
government, and that it cannot pro­ 
hibit men from laying down their 
tools if they see fit to do so. But 
such a situation certainly demon­ 
strates most forcibly the necessity 
for some law, either federal or the 
uniform legislation of the states, 
patterned after the Kansas court of 
industrial relations act, which will 
protect the public from the con­ 
sequences of strikes by protecting 
all men in their inalienable right to 
work if they wish to do so. 
The precipitation of nation-wide 
strike conditions undoubtedly will 
prove that there is ample author­ 
ity for averting nation-widq dis­ 
tress, injury to business and inter­ 
ruption of so essential an industry 
as that of coal mining. Six hundred 
thousand men cannot play fast and 
loose with the prosperity and wel­ 
fare of the whole nation and, if 
the law dotis not protect the latter, 
the time when laws are enacted 
which will do so will be measur­ 
ably hastened. The strike is set for 
a time when the demand for coal 
is lessened, but there is never a 
time when the demand is not so 
large that it cannot be cut off sum­ 
marily, or 
materially 
decreased, 
without consequences which must 
be averted if possible—and which 
can be averted by the judicious ap­ 
plication of wise laws. 
In the meantime 
th<j 
operators 
declare that prices will not be rais­ 
ed and that they are in a position 
to handle their side of the situa­ 
tion 
without 
imposing 
additional 
burdens on the consume#*. Certainly 
the latter will hold both sides to 
a strict accountability for their re­ 
spective shares in bringing about 
conditions which at best must be 
admitted to be deplorable. This is 
thq most inopportune of times for 
GOO,OOO men *to throw down their 
tools for any reasons whatever— 
and no sufficient reasons have been 
advanced yet for the strike which 
has been ordered.
